We reply, that the ntethoil 
ia which thr tarred writer* apeak of the crime 
r«f murder, and the rarHiue rciairm which they 
ndvanr* for itt punithment, thaw it la hove in 
it eomcthing tpecial, aametluDg which doc* not 
belong to the judicial lawi in general. 

Should the argument derived from the t pe-

David and llie many meriiful admuuiljon* of 
our I .- >r 1 ; and have reprcaented the diKlrine 
of love to ciioiniee aa the peculiar doctrine of 
the gn«ncl economy. To arfirm that the law of 
capital punlahment ahould lie nboliahed be- 
enuae the gospol i* a tyttern of luce, U to tni*- 
lake thi 1 nature both ot' the law and the gospel . 
Tito auiu of the aecund lalde of the law given 
on Mount Sinai waa, "Thou ahett love thy 
neiglilxiur aa thyself," nnd yet the Jew* were 
cxpri^^ly comnianilcd to take away, hy the 
sword ol tlie civil mAKl*tratt>, the life ol' tho 
wilhil murderer Hid liud then giro a cum- 
maud whieh we* directly appoaed Id the whole 
tpirit and sum uf the law, wliieh he garo them 
in the moat aolenut and public maunet, to that 
I hey Could nut obey tho foiiuer without vio- 
lating the latter? Yet the deaign of the whole 



wilful pcrvHaian* of the law, in uting it for 
Iho purpott.- uf private revenge, aa til* mn ait- 
Ira Lc u*td it for the public trcurily of the com- 
nvmweaJttl of Itrocl.

Lf It* apirit ia 
at variance with capital puniahmcnt now. it 
muat bare been au iurmcrly. Tile pOHage, oa 
appeanlroto tht whole eontaxt, i* a prohibitum 
of the praetiea of private revenge — a Trcoin- 
mendatiaa tu overcome en enemy t.y acta of the 
p 11 Teal charity — oppoalng deeds uf ilia greatest 
good to deed* of the greatoa t evil, If we hav* 
encmiaa, wa are not alwaya to neck redreta by 
dennutdinif righteoua retribution, hut to Icive 
them in the hand! of (lad, that he may be both 
judge and executioner. All thia due* not ap- 
ply to the conduct uf the niagiatrate in the 
uunialinicnt af daring offenders ; the Jewish 
Law required tho life of the murderer, though 
the Jewish people knew that God bad tuTd, 
"To me belOugelh Vengeance and tecum - 
penac." 

Bo far in our exami nation of the New Tusta-

Tli* i.uiuWh- 
ni*ut of death had a salutary tsndnncv with x 
people in* comparatively ignirtut and intoti 
tine eomiilliih 1 and why, we axk, thmdd the 
name poniahmrfil have a preeisady oontrxry 
lendency with s people more adranoed in civi- 
Linatioat, and lielier acquainted with t'hriatiait 
principle* } *lhe diiflcuttt. ia not met by in- 
stituting a ooiuparuon betweeu a human and a 
dlrine goeerament, fur iu both cote* men UC 
Hunted at rational and intelligent creatures, 
eitpaUle of being iniuencod hy motives — by ra- 
warila imd punishment!, If it it just 10 pro- 
pranion the degree or puiiiahiuent according in 
ihc degruu of crime, why ahould tho grcalcet 
punishment be remitted fur th. greatest crime, 
without tntne resurnn from rarulalion ! And if 
government appeal* to motives on tint ground, 
ahall we cease to appeal to th* strongest mo. 
tivea^the fear of death In the case of murder ! 
The mitigation of punishment For the crime of 
murder, to fir from reducing the frequency of 
the crime, would, in our opinion, tmd to aug- 
ment it : and w mid throw dawn a bulwark of 
public uf it. A contrary opinion it unsup- 
ported by the adduction of any fact! with 
which we are coon rsant. 

The remaining- portion of Mr. M.'a work is 
occupied ia meeting the objections ol oppo- 
nents. He haa tdectrd only a lew, to which 
we shall briefly refer, and tu a few additional 
one* urged In varioua ihapct. Tlie principal 
one. it. iho brief tpaue afforded for the 
cttlnril. repentenee, and the Unprepared 
state with which he ia oftentimea bur- 
nod into an eternal world j sad the 
greater ptolubihty of hi* reformation by soli- 
tary c mHnenient. at more favourable roraorUiut 
thought and reflection, and us placing him 
willun the reach of the means of grace. In re 
ply it is aaid, " llut howevvr formidable thi. 
objection may be, it waa imperative on (ho. 
Ittaclitiea tu put tht murderer to death. And 
yet the aoula of men were aa valuable, and re- 
pentance *a ntxessary, and rternxl destruction 
a. dreadful then, as they are nuw, and the 
MlVina Hrin*; knew oil thia." I way in 
which tin- priiod-ng nbjertiaii is oftentimii 
urged appears to ut a fearful reflection on the 
Divine jiruee-luri' (if the past economy. And 
further, if the murderer is not snlb ued into 
lieiiitencc hy the immediate pcapect of death, 
lutd ileaill ill the moil appalling and terrille 
forius. there is little hope uf uiy mitigated 
pmli.lun*ait proving cfleotmd. Facta ore eon- 
lirmai.o-y of thia opiniim. How seldom do 
ooitvieta became cuovcrta to ChrhH. The 
guiltiett culprits, with tho milde*l treuiiiieoi, 
die unrefomicd and inoorrigjule. 

Much it aaid by the oppononta of capital 
punishment about the degrading character and 
brutalixing tendon di -a of puhhc exsautians 
We onnnot but think there Is deep and widc- 
spnad deliuion in this very popular and oft- 
repcatei objection. Danes I and virtuou 
mind* nro carried away and impressed with it. 
It hat in it much that ia very plausible. The 
method of eorryiiiit out the tmtenco uf the 
law ia not ilwayt the moat judicious, Husac 
reformstion ia needed in this particular. A 
public execution ia on act which brings to- 
gether the meat degraded portions of society, 
and thus hecomea an oocaaion for the dova- 
lopvtnent of the wurst feelings of human nature 
— ofdoodtof daring hardihood, and reckleas 
ribaldry. Itcro ia the abunu uf an execution, 
not the me oT it. What proof have we that 
this dreadful depravity dotiH not cxiit. indc- 
pcurient of exeoutoFva I Wc have an redaam 
toeoneludr that It owe* it* malignity, or even 
its existence, to or.ihTold scenes. Thene ace net 
afford opportunity for ill fearful nunifestaUon, 
but it is gratuitous to aflLrm that they ut- pro- 
ductive uf its rifenrsts. Admitting that they 
do, it would only be a perversion 0 f a good t 
and whnt good has not been perverted ? The 
iiabbath -the Blhle -tlie ministry, ore amongst 
our highest spiritual blessings, hut they are the 
oeciiaion of tho miwt fearful ovil*. A public 
eiecuiiiin producea 1 deep anil aalutary influ- 
ence oil multitude* who witneaa it, ami on far 
greater numbers who never witness tt. This 
opinion, we think, 1* fully confirmed by th* 
testimony of many, and by the facta of |hc 
case. Mr. S. says, "It mxy inspire many 
with an abhorrence or those crimes which lead 
to auch a dismal end, and of nil the rounea 
wh.eh termina te in the chamber* of death. It 
may awaken the mural acnee of mulbtudea 
especially If they arc aequoinled with the 
Bible, and have learned from it that Ood, at 
well at man, condemns the murderer to lose 
his life. 1 hare no doubt 1 might appeal to 
the experience of thousand*, if such haa not 
been i(s usnWne* In their cose— if it did not 
prodllee In their youthful breast* a deep *cmae 
ot tilt folly and turpitude- of an, and contri- 
bute tu cherish in them principle* and feelings 
calculated Iu fortify them against temptation/' 
The dark and mysterious sympathies with 
death, and that horribto fatciaation attendant 
una public execution, to urge and allure to 
tho commiaaion of murder, apoken oi so ora- 
cularly by Mr. lih kens, we cannot look upon 
in any other light than a dexterous piece of 
■peck] pleading. He s*ys it ahadowi out a 
nietaphvaical truth, but to u* it appear* ao

pruleatiug to aoLlect the particular*, and to 
interpret tho facta by whieh it ia displayed. 
Tim class, ia surveying the work* of Clod, 
aelet-t the grand and tho beautiful, the lovely 
and the fair, till I genius , i, eukindlod. and sen- 
Slblllly is delighted. With emotion, of thia 
ehofoeter the, rite to . contetuplBtion of tlie 
Creator, and invest him with corresponding 
attribute*, and think uf him a* a lteing pue- 
seaeed mdy ef wisdom, benignity, and tender, 
ness.

il ia a calm, diapaasioaate txpotitwn 0? an im- 
portant popular question \ abounding iu tuund 
thcologlcaf statement*, and put lbrth in U 
spirit of fauruesa and eandour. The arguments 
are drawn from the Scripture*, *rtd are con- 
ceived and recorded by cue perfectly faniilia.-, 
and deeply imbued with the love of truth. 
Their great value ariaea from their icriptural 
compiexiun ; and on thia account wa deem the 
work a timely contribution towards the acltle -
